Project delayed. Line 
unlikely to open in 2019 
as originally hoped

City councillors want the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments to step up with more 
money for the southeast LRT 
project, and until they do, the 
project will be delayed. 

Councillors decided 

against adding anymore city 
funding for the $1.8 billion 
project, above the $800 mil¬ 
lion the city has already com¬ 
mitted. Without additional 
funds, the city can’t start the 
tender process this fall, which 
means the original 2019 open¬ 
ing date is no longer possible. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi, a ma¬ 
jor backer of the project, said 
he wants it built, but the city 
can only contribute so much. 

“The city is committed to 
this project. We have put $800 
million towards this project 
and the balance of the money 
must come from the province 
and the federal government,” 
he said. 



The project, which would 
run from Mill Woods to 
Churchill Square, is currently 
funded with $800 million 
from the city and $250 million 
from the federal government. 

The city also expects to be 
able to access the remaining 
provincial Green Trip funding, 
but even with that would still 
be $515 million short. 

Councillors considered op¬ 
tions to have the city make up 
the remaining $515 million, 
even on a temporaiy basis, 
while they waited for more 
provincial or federal funds, 
but Sohi said the city can’t do 
that unless it’s sure the money 
is coming. 

“We can backstop it if we 
have the commitment from 
them, but until we get that 
commitment I don’t think we 
can proceed,” he said. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said he is disappointed in the 
delay, but the city can only 
spend so much on LRT. 

“We have lots of projects 
to do for the citizens of Ed¬ 
monton, so the LRT must be 
in addition to the funding we 
get,” he said. 

The city estimates each 
year of delay could add $60 to 
$80 million to the project.

Police issue 
warning of 
ski mask- 
wearing 
attacker 

Women in the University of 
Alberta area are being encour¬ 
aged to take precautions 
walking after dark following 
an early-morning assault on 
Sunday involving a man wear¬ 
ing a bright blue ski mask. 

According to police, a 
26-year-old woman was walk¬ 
ing home alone from work 
around 3:30 a.m. near 111 
Street and 82 Avenue when 
she was struck in the face 
from behind as she neared her 
apartment building. She fell 
to the ground and was choked 
by her attacker before he fled, 
though he returned after she 
entered her apartment lobby, 
attempted to gain access and 
violently banged on the win¬ 
dows, said police. 

“The reason we want to 
send this message out to 
the public (is) because of the 
violent nature of the offense, 
and ... the university area is 
going to be flush with a lot of 
students,” EPS Det. Hao Ly said 
on Wednesday. 

“So we wanted to send out 
the message that it’s critical 
for them to have fun on Whyte 
Avenue, but to make sure they 
prepare themselves... and be 
aware of their surroundings.” 

Hy said other attacks — as 
many as 15 or 16 since last Feb- 
ruaiy — have been reported in 
the area and elsewhere in the 
city, but he’s not sure if there is 
a connection.

With a few clicks, people 
from across the world can 
get lost in an Edmonton corn 
maze. 

Located minutes from 
west Edmonton in Parkland 
County, the Edmonton Corn 
Maze is the first corn maze 
in the world to be on Google 


Street View. 

Owner Jesse Kraay said 
putting his business on the 
map had been a kernel in the 
back of his mind for quite 
some time. 

“It sets us apart from other 
(corn mazes),” he said. 

A few weeks ago, when 
the corn was above his head, 
Google Trusted photographer 
Kyle Giesbrecht worked his 
way through parts of the 
maze. 

He started at the attrac¬ 
tion’s driveway and shucked 
and jived through the maze, 
taking photos about eveiy 20 
feet. 

Armed with a camera 
and a tripod, Giesbrecht vis¬ 
ited the maze three times 


and spent a total of about 
four hours taking panoramic 
shots of the maze. 

“It was a unique chal¬ 
lenge,” Giesbrecht said. 

“Most of my shoots are for 
businesses indoors. Shooting 
outdoors in a corn maze is 
pretty unique.” 

As Kraay puts it, Gies¬ 
brecht “did his magic” and 
the Edmonton Corn Maze 
became live on Google Street 
View on Monday. 

After countless hours 
spent in the corn maze, click¬ 
ing through the maze on his 
computer was a different ex¬ 
perience for Kraay. 

“I walk through it every 
day but to see it on the com¬ 
puter was cool,” he said.

Some students deciding *last minute’ 
not to come to U of A: GSA president 


As the University of Alberta 
grapples with major budget 
cuts, the president of the 
Graduate Students’ Associa¬ 
tion says some students are 
changing their mind about 
the institution. 

“Students are deciding not 
to come, last minute ... be¬ 
cause they’re concerned about 
the political climate here and 
they’re concerned the Alberta 
government doesn’t value 
higher education,” Brent Ep¬ 


person said. 

He said the school is losing 
grad students at a time when 
it shouldn’t be. 

“We should be investing in 
higher education and building 
the knowledge economy and 
instead we’re shrinking and 
driving people away,” he said. 

Meanwhile, the Faculty 
of Graduates and Students 
Research stopped accepting 
travel award applications in 
July, but the faculty’s dean 


says it has nothing to do with 
budget cuts. 

Dean Mazi Shirvani said 
in an email that the fac¬ 
ulty’s travel awards have two 
sources of funding: One set 
of awards is funded annually 
by the government and that 
money was not reduced; the 
second set is funded by en¬ 
dowments, which saw a slight 
increase in payout this year 
compared to last.

Old Strathcona businesses 
are literally looking for more 
room to grow along Whyte 
Avenue. 

The group is working with 
a number of businesses who 
would like to see patios that 
would extend all the way to 
the curb. 

The structures would 
then have boardwalks skirt¬ 
ing around the patios into 
the parking lanes, so pedes¬ 
trians could still get around. 

“It would be a nice wood¬ 
en deck with metal railings 
that would take you out into 
the parking area slightly and 
around the patio,” said Mur¬ 
ray Davidson, the associa¬ 
tion’s executive director. 

Davidson said the associa¬ 
tion is working with a couple 
of businesses, like Mexican 
restaurant Julio’s Barrio, as 
possible test cases. 

“I knew this was going to 
be an issue, so we wanted to 
look at one or two where this 


would make sense,” he said. 

Davidson said in Julio’s 
case the boardwalk would 
actually make it easier for 
pedestrians to get around, 
but he said the city’s trans¬ 
portation department is not 
yet fully on board with the 
concept. 

“If they were using the 
entire sidewalk as the patio 
it would actually keep ped¬ 
estrians flowing through 


there,” said Davidson. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
the city has done a lot to 
make setting up a patio eas¬ 
ier, but there are obviously 


some hurdles. 

“We have always known 
with a lot of these things 
that it was going to be a pro¬ 
cess,” he said. 


Henderson asked for a re¬ 
port on the concept during 
Wednesday’s council meet¬ 
ing.

Iraq blasts kill at 
least 70 in latest 
round of attacks 

Car-bomb blasts and other 
explosions tore through 
Shiite districts around 
Baghdad during morning 
rush hour Wednesday in a 
day of violence that killed 
at least 70, intensifying 
worries about Iraq’s ability 
to tame the spiralling may¬ 
hem gripping the country. 

It was the latest set 
of large-scale sectarian 
attacks to hit Iraq, even 
as the government went 
on “high alert” in case a 
possible Western strike 
in neighbouring Syria 
increases Iraq’s turmoil. 

A relentless wave of 
killing has left thousands 
dead since April in the 
countiy’s worst spate of 
bloodshed since 2008. The 
surge in violence raises 
fears that Iraq is hurtling 
back toward the wide¬ 
spread sectarian killing 
that peaked in 2006 and 
2007, when the countiy 
was teetering on the edge 
of civil war.

Syria in U.S. sights 


Jordan refuses to 
be a launching 
pad for strike 

Jordan will not be used as 
a launching pad for attacks 
on Syria and the kingdom 
favours a diplomatic solu¬ 
tion to the crisis, a Jordan¬ 
ian government spokes¬ 
man said Wednesday. 

A U.S.-led strike on 
Syria in response to the 
alleged use of chemical 
weapons by President 
Bashar Assad’s regime 
likely would involve cruise 
missile attacks from the 
sea, which would not need 
to cross or make use of 
Jordanian territoiy. 

But the remarks under¬ 
line the U.S. ally’s efforts to 
avoid further friction with 
its larger neighbour for 
fear that Assad or his Iran¬ 
ian backers could retaliate. 

The remarks come a 
day after Jordan hosted a 
meeting of top command¬ 
ers from Western and 
Middle Eastern countries, 
including some that are 
likely to participate in a 
militaiy action.

President Barack Obama says 
the U.S. has concluded the 
Syrian government carried 
out a large-scale chemical 
weapons attack against civil¬ 
ians last week. 

Obama says the U.S. has 
examined evidence and doesn’t 
believe the opposition fighting 
the Syrian government pos¬ 
sessed chemical weapons or the 
means to deliver them. 

Obama says he hasn’t 
made a decision about how 
the U.S. will respond. 

The White House says it’s 
planning a possible militaiy 
response while seeking sup¬ 
port from international part¬ 
ners. But the U.S. has not yet 


presented proof of Syrian 
government involvement in 
the attack. 

Some lawmakers are call¬ 
ing for Obama to seek con¬ 
gressional approval for a mil¬ 
itary action. 

Fears of a possible U.S. 
strike against Syria’s regime 
rippled across the region 
Wednesday, as about 6,000 
Syrians fled to neighbouring 
Lebanon in a 24-hour period 
and Israelis scrambled for gas 
masks in case Damascus re¬ 
taliates against them. 

The Israeli government 


ordered a “limited” call-up of 
reserve units to bolster civil- 
defence preparations and 
to operate air-defence units 
near the border. Officials said 
the call-up is anticipated to 
bring in hundreds of troops. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon plead¬ 
ed for more time for diplomacy 
and to allow UN investigators to 
complete their work. 

U.S. leaders have charged 
that Assad’s government was 
behind the Aug. 21 attack that 
Doctors Without Borders says 
killed at least 355 people.

Canada downplays 
military role in Syria 


The Canadian government has 
hinted that its militaiy role in 
Syria could be limited and that 
any contribution to an inter¬ 
national effort will be mainly 
political and humanitarian. 

Foreign Affairs Minister 
John Baird says Canada does 
not have the weapons to con¬ 
tribute to the types of attacks 
being discussed. 

“Some have speculated in 
the media and elsewhere that 
it could involve cruise missiles 
and armed drones — neither 
of which Canada has,” Baird 


told reporters after meeting 
with a Syrian opposition fig¬ 
ure Wednesday. 

Baird used a brief address to 
the media to outline Canada’s 
$90-million aid program for the 
country, saying more than half 
of that sum would go to food as¬ 
sistance for four million people 
and shelter and sanitation for 
87,000 displaced people. 

The Canadian government 
also appears poised to offer 
its political blessing to a mil¬ 
itaiy intervention.

Jr. President uses 50th 
anniversary of speech 
to stress fight not over 


The United States’ first Afri¬ 
can-American president paid 
tribute Wednesday to its most 
revered civil-rights hero, stand¬ 
ing on the steps of the Lincoln 
Memorial to urge Americans to 
continue fighting for equality 
and justice, 50 years after Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr.’s historic 
“I Have a Dream” speech from 
the same spot. 

“They did not die in vain; 
their victoiy was great,” Bar¬ 
ack Obama said of King and 
other slain civil-rights leaders 
of the tumultuous 1960s as he 
delivered his address just after 
3 p.m. on Wednesday, the same 
date and time that King did a 
halfcentuiy ago. 

“But we would dishonour 
those heroes as well to suggest 


that the work of this nation is 
somehow complete. The arc of 
the moral universe may bend 
towards justice, but it doesn’t 
bend on its own.” 

Obama’s remarks capped a 
rainy day of events that began 
when as many as 100,000 
people marched through the 
drizzle to the National Mall. 

Obama and many of the 
participants — which included 
Oprah Winfrey, members of 


King’s family, Caroline Ken¬ 
nedy and former presidents 
Jimmy Carter and Bill Clinton 
— noted that while King called 
for equality and justice for all 
in 1963, African-Americans and 
other minorities still face sig¬ 
nificant obstacles. 

John Lewis, now a congress¬ 
man from Georgia who was 
the youngest speaker at King’s 
March on Washington for Jobs 
and Equality, pointed out that

Canadians split 
over online government

Think you’re safe? Canada 
is no better than the U.S. 
for online spying: McAfee 


Canadians who were recently 
surveyed about online privacy 
were split on whether they ap¬ 
proved of governments read¬ 
ing their email. 

The poll, commissioned by 
the Canadian Internet Regis¬ 
tration Authority, asked if “it 
is acceptable or unacceptable 
for governments to monitor 
eveiyone’s email and other on¬ 
line activities.” 

About 49 per cent of re¬ 
spondents said it was “com¬ 
pletely unacceptable,” about 
47 per cent of those surveyed 
said it was “acceptable in some 
circumstances” and about four 
per cent said it was “complete¬ 
ly acceptable.” 

When asked if surveillance 
would be OK if it could pre¬ 
vent terrorist attacks, about 
13 per cent said it would be 
completely acceptable, about 
64 per cent said it would be OK 
in some circumstances and 23 
per cent said it would still be 
completely unacceptable.

A militaiy jury on Wednesday 
sentenced Maj. Nidal Hasan to 
death for the 2009 shooting 
rampage at Fort Hood, deliv¬ 
ering the only punishment 
the army believed fit for an 
attack on fellow unarmed sol¬ 


diers. The sentence was one 
that Hasan also appeared to 
seek in a self-proclaimed ef¬ 
fort to become a martyr. 

The rare military death 
sentence came nearly four 
years after the attack that 
stunned even an army hard¬ 
ened by more than a decade 
of constant war. Hasan walked 
into a medical building where 
soldiers were getting medical 
checkups, shouted “Allahu 


alcbar” — Arabic for “God is 
great!” — and opened fire 
with a laser-sighted handgun. 
Thirteen people were killed. 

Hasan could become the 
first U.S. soldier executed in 
more than half a centuiy. But 
because the military justice 
system requires a lengthy ap¬ 
peals process, years or even 
decades could pass before he 
is put to death. 

The U.S.-born Muslim has 


said he acted to protect Is¬ 
lamic insurgents abroad from 
American aggression. 

He acknowledged to the 
jury that he pulled the trig¬ 
ger in a crowded waiting 
room where troops were get¬ 
ting final checkups before 
deploying to Iraq and Afghan¬ 
istan. 

It was the worst ever attack 
on a U.S. military base.

Sweden. Boarding school 
shuttered after hazing 


Authorities in Sweden tem¬ 
porarily shut down one of 
the countiy’s most renowned 
boarding schools Wednesday 
after repeated, shocking in¬ 
cidents of bullying and haz¬ 
ing — including one in which 
students were burned with an 
iron. 

The Swedish Schools In¬ 
spectorate ordered the Lunds¬ 
bergs school to close down 
until its management can as¬ 
sure the safety of its students. 

Lundsbergs, founded in 
1896, is the oldest of Sweden’s 
three national boarding 
schools. Located in Storfors, 
a small village in central 
Sweden, it teaches about 


200 students aged 13-18. Its 
graduates include famous 
politicians, business lead¬ 
ers and royals, most recently 
Sweden’s Prince Carl Philip. 

The decision to close the 
school for up to six months 
followed a weekend incident 
in which about nine older stu¬ 
dents burned two younger stu¬ 
dents with a hot iron as part 
of a semester initiation ritual. 
The older students allegedly 
blindfolded the two boys, or¬ 
dered them to lay face-down 
on the floor and put a hot iron 
against their backs until they 
screamed. One of the boys had 
to be taken to the hospital.

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Made-in-U.S. phone 
isn’t more expensive 
to produce: Research 


Home advantage. New

Motorola’s new Moto X phone 
doesn’t cost more to make 
simply because it’s assembled 
in Texas, research firm IHS 
said Wednesday. 

The Moto X is the first 
smartphone to carry the Made 
in the U.S.A. designation. 
While labour costs are higher 
in the U.S. compared with 
Asian factories, where phones 
are typically made, IHS said 
the Moto X is about five per 
cent cheaper to make than 
Samsung Electronic Co.’s flag¬ 
ship Galaxy S4 phone. 

The firm said the Moto X’s 
overall production cost is just 
nine per cent more than that 
of Apple’s iPhone 5. 

The findings come as little 
surprise, as the labour cost of 
a phone is just a small part of 
its production cost. IHS esti¬ 
mates that labour and other 
assembly costs Motorola $12 
US per phone for the Moto X, 
bringing the production cost

to $226 US. That compares 
with $207 for the iPhone 5 
and $237 for the Galaxy S4. 
IHS said Motorola is able to 
keep the cost of parts low by 
using standard components 
that don’t break much new 
ground. 

By assembling the phone 
in Fort Worth, Texas, Motorola 
is able to let U.S. customers 
order custom designs online

“With the Moto X, Motorola

benchmarking services at IHS. 

The phone went on sale in 
the U.S. last Friday, starting 
with AT&T, and is priced at 
about $200 US with a two-year 
service agreement.

Real estate. Canada’s condo market 
is unlikely to crash, think-tank says 


A growing population and 
continuing, albeit modest, 
job growth will prevent con¬ 
do markets in Canada’s major 
cities from crashing, a new 
report from the Conference 
Board of Canada predicts.

But an all-out crash is un¬ 
likely, even in Toronto, Mont¬ 
real and Vancouver where 
markets are being watched 
with concern. The report said 
a swelling population and a 
growing number of “condo¬ 
minium-loving empty-nest- 
ers” aged 55 and older will 
support the market, as will 
modest job growth over the 
medium term.

As the marketing director, 
a lot rests on Johnston’s shoul¬ 
ders. He is responsible for mak¬ 
ing the event a success long be¬ 
fore the attendance and ticket 
sales are counted, by ensuring 


the vision is fulfilled and the 
buzz is created. But along with 
the pressure comes a great re¬ 
ward. 

“Sales are much stronger 
this year than we ever antici¬ 
pated. It’s really rewarding. 
I can’t wait to see it come 
together,” Johnson said.

Show's host Andrew 
Zegers talks what’s 
hot, what's not and 
how to start collecting 


Have a collection at home that 
you’re ready to cash in on? Or 
maybe you’re thinking of start¬ 
ing a new hobby 

Andrew Zegers is a Toron¬ 
to-based collector, dealer and 
appraiser with more than 30 
years of experience, and the 
host of the new series Extreme 
Collectors. 

What’s hot right now? 

Eveiy region is different, but I 
find in urban centres, new and 
younger collectors are buying 
Art Deco from the 1920s, up to 
and including teak furniture 
from the 1960s, along with all 
the accessories and lighting 
that compliment it. 

What was hot but isn’t now? 

One good example...are 
fine porcelain figurines by 
Royal Doulton. They were veiy 
popular amongst collectors for 
many years. For the most part, 
serious collectors have all they 
want, and today’s generation 
of collector has little interest 
in them. 

What makes an item collect¬ 
ible? 

That’s easy...eveiything is 
collectible! It just takes one 
person with a desire to start 
collecting it, and in my 30-plus 



years there is little I haven’t 
seen collected. 

How do you build a collec¬ 
tion? Where do you start? 

Start with whatever gets your 
heart pumping. If it gives you 
pleasure, why not collect it? If 
you are unwilling to make a 
large financial commitment, 
thrift stores, flea markets, and 
auctions are a good option. 
Educate yourself, talk with 
other collectors and dealers. 
Read reference books or online 
collector blogs. When you’re 
ready, attend antique markets, 
and paid admission shows. 
Focus on condition and rarity. 

How do you find out what a 
collection/item is worth? 

These are the questions I keep 
in mind when figuring out the 
value of any collection: What 


condition is it in? How old is it? 
Was it mass-produced? Does it 
deteriorate with time and use? 
Does it have crossover appeal 
to many different collectors? 

Is it beautiful to look at, or at 
least is it functional? Will it sell 
in multiple markets, or is it 
limited to just one? All of these 
factors have to be taken into 
account when determining 
price. Then check price guide¬ 
books and auction results. 

Why do you collect? 

Collecting, for me, is not be 
about money. I surround 
myself with beautiful objects, 
and enjoy them all. The dollar 
value is just a great fringe 
benefit to collecting.

Documentaiy filmmaker Mor¬ 
gan Spurlock has taken on 
plenty of behemoths, from fast 
food to the hunt for Osama Bin 
Laden to the pervasiveness of 
product placement. Now he 
turns his cameras on the reign¬ 
ing kings of pop music, One 


Direction. But with a band that 
was formed on reality TV, how 
much more is there to reveal? 

How do you approach telling 
the origin story of one of the 
most well-documented groups 
in history? 

The thing for me coming into 
it was to do it as quickly and 
as cohesively as possible. It’s 
a veiy quick part of the film. 
That whole stoiy probably 
isn’t more than five to seven 
minutes of the actual movie. 

I just wanted to take you on 
the ride with this group so you 
can get a sense of coming into 
their lives, understand what 
it’s really like to be a part of 
One Direction. 

As you show in the film, these 
guys really have trouble going 
anywhere. 


The minute they walk out 
of their hotel, they get off a 
plane, there’s always people 
there waiting. They have been 
blown up through social media 

— I mean, the fans have really 
taken ownership of this band 

— to the point that eveiy time 
they go anywhere it’s literally 
shared out and broadcast on 
Twitter. So it’s difficult for 
them to go anywhere now. 

Speaking of Twitter, having pop 
idols isn’t necessarily new. But 
this meteoric rise you discuss in 
the film, it seems without Twit¬ 
ter it couldn’t have happened 
as fast. 

I don’t think it would’ve hap¬ 
pened as fast. I think Twitter 
played a huge part in explod¬ 
ing the band throughout the 
U.K. first, taking them to Eur¬ 
ope. People all over the world 


heard about them and knew 
about them before they even 
had their first record out. So 
this whole idea of sharing that 
information was incredible, 
and part of that is the reason 
that I think the fans are so 
dedicated to them and so pas¬ 
sionate. It’s like having stock in 
a company. 

Do you envision the guys from 
the Backstreet Boys or New Kids 
on the Block shaking their fists 
and going, “If only! Damn you, 


Twitter! How could you have 
come so late?” 

(Laughs) Those guys didn’t 
seem like they were hurting 
too much. They should be 
much more upset about the 
way that their managers roped 
them into bad deals and mas¬ 
sive ownership of the band, 
which didn’t really happen 
with (One Direction). 

There’s been a lot of coverage of 
the guys’ tendency to rough- 
house and play grab-ass with 


each other, yet there’s none of 
that in the film whatsoever. 

You see them goofing around. 
In the end credits you see 
some of the wrestling that’s 
happening, you see them mess¬ 
ing around with each other. 
There’s nothing to the extent 
of what the media turns things 
out to be. People just think 
that they wake up and wrestle 
all day, and that just doesn’t 
happen. They’re backstage 
walking around shirtless eveiy 
day, so that’s in there.

• 1 lb skinless, boneless 
chicken breasts (about 4, 
pounded thin) 

• 2 tsp vegetable oil 

• l tsp minced garlic 

• 1/2 cup tomato pasta sauce 

• 2/3 cup grated havarti or 
mozzarella cheese 


1. Preheat oven to 425 F. 
Spray a baking sheet with 
vegetable spray. In small 
bowl, whisk together eggs 
and milk. On plate stir 
together bread crumbs and 
Parmesan. Dip eggplant 
slices in egg wash, then coat 


with bread-crumb mixture. 
Place on prepared pan and 
bake for 20 minutes, or until 
tender, turning once. 

2. Meanwhile dip chicken

you can understand. 


Q We are late sleepers and 
never seem to have time 
to sit down for breakfast on 
weekday mornings. What can 
I do to ensure my children eat 
healthy? 

A Do some healthy baking 
in bulk on the week¬ 
ends when you have time. 
Other quick and easy options 
to grab and go are fresh fruit 
and a handful of nuts, indi¬ 
vidual containers of yogurt, 
or dry cereal in a baggie. 

Q How do I know if my 
kids are eating a healthy 
breakfast that optimizes 
learning? 


A A balanced breakfast 
would consist of at least 
three of the four food groups. 
Some examples would be bran 
cereal with yogurt and blueber¬ 
ries; whole-grain bread, peanut 
butter and milk; a homemade 
banana muffin and a glass of 
almond milk; or eggs, whole- 
grain toast and sliced tomatoes.

There is always an adjustment 
when kids change schools, 
but there is nothing quite like 
making the transition to uni¬ 
versity from high school. 

“Many first-year students 
adjust to university life with 
minimal difficulty,” said 
Aneesa Shariff, a psycholo¬ 
gist with the University of 
British Columbia counselling 
services. “However, some of 
the most common problems 
I hear about tend to cluster 
around a theme of feeling 
lost. Some students find it dif¬ 
ficult to navigate a large cam¬ 
pus having come from high 
school and this can be even 
more challenging for students 
who are from smaller towns. 

“It helps to know that 
some anxiety is normal in 


the face of multiple changes, 
but with a little patience and 
perseverance, most students 
adapt well after a short period 
of time.” 

She stresses that if things 
don’t improve or seem to 
be getting worse after a few 
weeks on campus, remember 
that universities have many 
resources and services to help 
support students through the 
transition. 

One common concern for 
parents is the academic shift. 

“There’s a big adjustment 


around being one face among 
hundreds in large lectures,” 
Shariff said. “Perhaps the 
biggest change is the lack of 
check-ins around homework 
and assignment completion, 
which is a significant shift 
from the structure of high 
school classes. This makes it 
difficult for some first-years 
to keep pace with courseworlc 
and can negatively impact 
their academic performance.” 

Shariff recommends a 
fixed study schedule from the 
beginning of the school term.

Is your son or daughter leaving 
the nest to head off to univer¬ 
sity or college? 

With the help of Janice 
Robinson, director of Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia’s resi¬ 
dence life and administration 
in student housing and hospi¬ 
tality services, here are some 
ways you can help support 
your student as they venture 
off to a post-secondary institu¬ 
tion. 

Read up together. Go on¬ 
line with your child and find 
out about the resources of¬ 
fered on campus and read 
any emails the university or 
college has sent. Review the 
residence contract together 
to find out about the rules of 
the residence. And pick up a 
copy of Don’t Tell Me What to 
Do, Just Send Money: The Es¬ 
sential Parenting Guide to the 
College Years (2011 edition) by 
Helen Johnson and Christine 
Schelhas-Miller. 

Talk. Take time to discuss 
such matters as how your child 


will manage the commitment 
of homework, deal with such 
temptations as alcohol, drugs, 
sex and partying, maintain a 
budget, eat properly, do laun- 
diy and keep themselves and 
their belongings safe. Be sure 
your student knows their resi¬ 
dence adviser is there to help. 

Get organized. Check that 
your child is packing appropri¬ 
ately for campus life without 
too much (residence rooms 
are small) or too little. Ensure 
their belongings are properly 
insured against loss and theft. 


Text, email and call. Let 
your child know how things 
are going at home, but don’t 
expect as much information 
in response. This is a time 
when students are seeking 
independence, so give them 
space. 

Reassure. If your child does 
call or write you in a panic, 
it’s important to be calm and 
supportive. Coach them about 
ways to manage and seek help, 
and resist the temptation to 
step in unless things seem to 
be spiralling out of control.
